Montreal, June 17.— In reply to an in- 
quiry .regarding the strike of truckmen 
this morning, Mr. MoNicoll, second vice- 
president and general manager of the <\ 
P. R., said thus evening that while some 
of the trackmen had quit work, the 
great majority had not, and he fully be- 
lieved that within 24 hours tho trouble 
would be oyer. Those who hud gone out 
were, no doubt, actuated by u desire to 

redeem their pr ises to the i imittce, 

1 rather than by any reeling of discon- 
tent at their treatment by the company. 
As a matter of fact, the ( '. P. li. paid 
higher wages to its trackmen than any 
other road on this side of the liuc 
traversing similar territory. 

The wages paid east of Lake Superior, 
for instance, were higher than those paid 
by the Grand Trunk or Inter-Colonial. 
The wages west were better than those 
paid by the Northern Pacific or Great 
Northern. 

The new rules have been put in force 
for tho purpose of removing any possible 
cause for complaint that might arise. 
Some of the questions discussed with 
the committee were of such a nature 
that long and careful consideration 
would have to be bestowed on them, be- 
fore they could have been put in such a 
shape as to prevent them from becoming 
a source of continual annoyance to the 
men as well as the company. 

Under the circumstances the best of 
the men, those who have been in the 
company's service for years, -were sure 
to feel that there was no justification 
for the strike. Meanwhile the com- 
pany's lines from end to end of the sys- 
tem were in splendid condition, and any 
number of new men were soliciting 
•work, the high wages paid by the com- 
pany being an attraction even in good 
times like the present. 

On being asked whether the question 
of recognizing labor unions was a factor 
in the dispute, Mr. McNicoll replied that 
it was not a factor in the dispute so far 
as the company was concerned. 

The conditions attending work In the 
track departments of the railway were 
such that it seemed impossible to formu- 
late any system that would be worka- 
ble. Nearly every man in the more im- 
portant branches of the company's ser- 
vice is a member of one or other of the 
railway brotherhoods or unions, nnd no 
friction has resulted or is likely to re- 
sult. The president, said Mr. McNicoll 
in conclusion, had made this very plain 
to the trackmen's committee, when they 
called on him.

Seven hundred men are in- 
volved in these divisions. Tliey have no 
grievance whatever, nnd do not demand 
an increase of pay demanded by the 
trackmen on the eastern divisions, as 
they are content with their present 
wages. They have however struck in 
sympathy with the eastern strikers for 
an increase of pay in the east, and a 



recognition of the union. It was stated 
in Mr.Marpole-'s office that sufficient men 
had been secured to keep the track in 
uflJciently good repair to prevent any 
interruption of traffic. 

Tiie wages received by the tracknien 
and bridgeinen in the Pacific division are 
as follows: Boss bridgemen, $00 a month; 
foremeu, $55; bridgemen, $50; boss track- 
men, $00 a month, and free house when 
near switches, nnd $55 a month in out- 
lying sections, including free house. 
These men board the ordinary trackmen, 
their wages being for foreman $50 a 
month, and for those under him, $l.-4rT 
and $1.30 a day. This pay is for the 
year round, there being no lay oils on 
wet days, etc. 

FILIPINOS SUR RBNT>ER. 

Negotiations for Surrender of General 
Cailles. 

Manila, June 17.— General Sumner lias 
returned here from Santa Cruz province, 
where lie has been negotiating for the 
surrender of General Cailles. Ho con- 
firms the despatch of the Associated 
Press of Sunday, June~10, announcing 
that the preliminaries of the surrender of 
the insurgents' leader have been arrang- 
ed. Cailles is collecting his scattered 
troops. Of these 147 will surrender Wed- 
nesday, and the balance will give them- 
selves up next Monday. Colonels Guiv- 
ara and Infante, the representatives of 
Cailles, assured General Sumner that 
Cailles was acting in good faith.

Vancouver, B. C, June 17. — The case 
of M. Oto, the Japanese who sued A. 
McAllister, provincial immigration offi- 
cer .for false arrest, was awarded a ver- 
dict this afternoon from a special jury in 
the Supreme court of $100 and costs. 
The entire sum amounting to about $350. 
Oto reached here by the Seattle steamer. 
On attempting to land he was ordered 
on board ag aiu by McAllister. Oto pro- 
tested he was a British subject, but had 
not his certificate with him, and refused 
to return to tho boat. McAllister laid 
his hands upon him to guide him on 
board. Oto still refused to go back" to 
the ship. McAllister then arrested him, 
detaining him under police surveillance, 
but releasing him after 24 hours 011 his 
producing ids naturalization papers. 

Chief Justice McColl presiding, charged 
the jury strongly in fm-Jr of the plain- 
tiff. His .Lordship stated that if Oto 
was the man mentioned in the certificate 
of naturalization, as M. Oto, the British 
Columbia Immigration law did not apply 
to him, anil it was a question of whether 
Oto had been ill-treated by McAllister, 
and if so to what extent, and how much 
damages should be awarded him."" His 
Lordship, however, stated that the fact 
that Oto had a passport from the Em- 
peror of Japan secured just prior to his 
leaving Japan naturally would cause sus- 
picion as far us McAllister was concern- 
ed, but the jury could not. go behind 
the certificate of naturalization. 

In charging the jury in immigration 
cases, the Chief Justice said that if Japs 
were domiciled here, and made trips to 
Inpau and returned, they could not be 
detained by immigration authorities on 
their return. 

('has. Wilson, K. C. for the defence, 
objected to this charge after the jury 
retired, and also to the statement that 
the Jap was not an immigrant if he held 
naturalization papers.

Capetown, June 17.— Cecil Rhodes, in 
his speech at. Buluwayo, Saturday, Juno 
15, when ho predicted that a federation 
of the South African states would come 
in three or four years, made what in re- 
garded in some quarters as a bid for tho 
premiership of Cape colony. 

After eulogizing the action of Rhodesi- 
ans and XataJians, he said tho only 
state he pitied was the mother state, 
Cape Colony, whose political ajid religi- 
ous leaders had incited rebellion. 

When the federation caj.no none of the 
other states would have anything to do 
With her, and he was afraid the people 
of his old state, who were running about 
like sheep without a shepherd, wero 
coming out worse. Mr. Rhodes was 
glud of the opportunity of saying a few 
words, which ho hoped would bo to their 
good. 

Ottawa, June 17.— (Special)^James 
Gumming, trade commissioner in South 
Africa, says hundreds of merchants are 
congregated in Durban waiting for tho 
war to end. No goods can bo shipped 
up country, as military law still pre- 
vails. 



SIR THOMAS LTHJCON. 

Quite Agreeable to An Ocean Yacht

London, June 17.— Sir Thomas Lipton 
said to a representative of the Associated 
Press today: "I never contemplated an 
ocean race, except under yawl rig. I do 
not think it would be dangerous then. 
Indeed it might be n good idea if the 
owner of each boat sailed on her. For 
my part, I am willing to do so. So far 
as masts go I will leave that to her de- 
signer. If the idea is acceptable to tho 
owners of the Constitution, Iudependenco 
and Columbia, I will eater the two 
Shamrocks. 1 think the race should bo 
divided into two legs, the first to tho 
Azores, the second to Falmouth, I hope 
something may come out of the sugges- 
tion, for I believe It would be one of 
the best sporting events of recent yean*. 

Work on the rigging of Shamrock II. 
is progressing satisfactorily. Some im- 
provements have been effected. The 
elescopie mast has been discarded. Tho 
first trial spius will occur on the Clyde 
next week, and Sir Thomas Lipton ex- 
pects to sail from this country about 
July 20.

Vancouver, June 17. — The demand of 
the fishermen was made to the canuers 
direct today for 12 1 /-! cents a lish for the 
season. The dinners refused the demand 
and closed negotiations. A strike "is 
thought now to be inevitable. 

On Saturday 2,000 Jap fishermen met 
and according to the Japanese interpre- 
ters, with a very few exceptions those 
present agreed to the canuers offer of 
12IA cents to the 3rd of August, and in 
(cuts thereafter, if the run was big or a 
continuation of 12 1 .. if ft was not large. 

It was explained that the Japanese had 
borrowed from tiu- canneia for their win- 
ter keep and gave secur*!T7 and mam' 
others were in distress financially. It 
was decided, however, that tJliey would 
send their president, Shimizu, to inter- 
view the white fishermen, as well as the 

timers before definitely announcing their 
intention. They wished to have no trou- 
ble, but most of all, did not want to 
strike.

Kingston, Jamaica, June 17. — Advices 
received here from Colombia say the reb- 
els refuse to lay down their arms owing 
to ill-treatment of prisoners by gov- 
ernment officials. Prominent prisoners 
were paraded through the towns as a 
warning to liberal sympathizers, nnd in 
view of the receudescence of rebel ac- 
tivity the Colombian government has pur- 
chased the steamer Darien > : used as 
a gunboat.

London, June 1<> — Lord Kitchener has 
cabled from Pretoria, under today's date, 
us follows: 

"Near Welmansrust, twenty miles from 
Middlesburg, L'.'it Victorian mounted 
ritles, from General Benstou's column, 
were surprised in camp at Steenkoot- 
spruit by a superior force of Boers, at 
7:I!0 p. in., June 12. The enemy crept 
up t<> within short range and lioured a 
deadly lire into the camp, killing two 
officers and sixteen men and woundiutf 
four officers and thirty-eight men, of 
whom twenty-eight w ere slightly wound- 
ed. Only two officers and fifty men es- 
caped r <> Gneral Houston's camp. 'Pa<; 
remainder were taken prisoners and re- 
leased. Two pom-poms were captured 
by the enemy. Pull details have not 
yet been received." 

The serious reverse which Lord Kitch- 
ener reports is the first accident of the 
kind that has happened to the Aus- 
tralian contingent, and it is supposed to 
be due to neglect of proper picketing.

THE BY-LAWS. 

On .Monday next tho ratepayers of Vic- 
toria will have to decide sorau matters 
o£ very great importance. There has 
rarely been nn occasion when it was 
necessary for them to exorcise greater 
consideration when dealing with a muni- 
cipal question. Four by-laws will be 
submitted to them. One is to authorize 
a loan of $30,000 for a new school build- 
ing; another to authorize a loaa of SlfjO.- 
000 to provide a permanent causeway 
across James Bay, and 11 1 1 in the tide 
flats; another ti> nut'horize a loan of $75,- 
000 for a new bridge at Point Elliee 
and the fourth to authorize a loan of 
$13,500 to pay half the cost of paving 
Government street. These several loans 
will amount to $"208,500, which will en- 
tail for principal and interest a charge 
of §15,000 in round numbers annually. 

None of these proposed outlays arc, 
strictly speaking, nt' a novel character. 
I'll- city is growing and consequently 



Government street is Broad street. On 
this point the Colonist can give expert 
opinion. We know from daily use what 
Broad street was before it was paved, 
and what it is since. It is cleaner, less 
noisy and better in every conceivable 
way. It will be a municipal erimo not 
to pave Government street. "What is 
more we believe that Cha proposed pave- 
ment will be found To be in the interests 
of economy to the city. 

Poiut Elliee bridge must be replaced 
by a permanent structure. On this point 
there is uu room for doubt. The exist- 
ing temporary affair is only there by suf- 
ferance of the federal public works de- 
partment, and notice has been given, 
amounting substantially to directions to 
provide something better. The new bridge 
must be of a permanent nature. When 
rlie Intercolonial estimates were under 
discusiou at Ottawa, an item providing 
tor a new bridge over the Miramiehi 
river whs talked about, and in the course 
of the desultory debate the minister of 
railways made the statement that the 
bridge, which is being removed to make 
way for one that will carry heavier 
trains, has been in use for nearly thirty 
years, and will be good for a hundred 
more. This is the sort of bridge which 
it is contemplated to put up at Point 
Kllice, one that will not cost anything 
for the next century except the price 
of an occasional coat of paint. It is 
objected by some that the first cost of 

the bridge will be greater Chan it would 
be otherwise, because provision must be 
made for the tranicars. This is true, 
but what that extra cost will bo is a 
matter for expert opinion, and we under- 
stand that the tramcar company is ready 
to pay it. If this is the case, the element 
of extra cost is eliminated from the 
question, all that is left being whether or 
not we shall have a bridge at Point 
Kllice, To this there will surely be no 
dissenting voice. We may merit ion In 
this connection that the illustration of 
a bridge, published this morning, does not 
represent the structure which will be 
erected at Point Kllice, but is only a 
specimen of the character of the bridge 
proposed. 

There remains to be considered the 
James Bay causeway and the tilling of 
the tide tlats. One gentleman said to 
the Colonist a day or two ago, that he 
was willing to have the causeway built, 
but the Hats would be filed up without 
expense, if we would only wait. Tie 
did not say how they would be fjfcod, 
but if he proposes that file citizens shall 
wait until tin' dump now being inade on 
tile south side extends over the whole 
area, he expects them to exercise a 
great deal of patience. If we are to 
have a permanent causeway across Jamas 
Hay, the Hats must be filled at the same 
time. If they are not filled they would 
become the worst pes! hole in the coun- 
try, and there Would be an instant do- 
main! for the work being done. The 
James Bay bridge must be replaced at an 
early day, and by far the cheapest way to 
replace it is by means of a permanent 
causeway, and the filling of the flats, for 
the latter will crease a valuable proi»- 
ctty. How this reclaimed property shall 
be used must remain in abeyance for 
the present.

If it is urged that there is no 
need of a High school, but that the same 
standard can Ik- reached through the in- 
strumentality of the common schools, wo 
have only to say in reply that this is a 
matter of detail. If the standard con- 
templated by the provincial law is to be 
reached in Victoria, a certain length of 
time must be devoted by children to tJicir 
studies, and if the children of Victoria 
within the school age contemplated by 
law are to be educated to the standard 
contemplated by law, we must have ad- 
ditional school house accommodation.

THE BY-LAWS. 

Sir: On .Monday, the 2Uh instant., 
there will be submitted to the ratepayers 
foui- important by-laws. These by-Jaws 
relate to Improvements which, if car- 
ried out, will contribute very largely to 
the benefit of the city, It is doubtful if 
there is anyone, who is prepared to give 
the matter his or her careful and un- 
biased consideration, but. will admit that 
everyone of these improvements is need- 
ed, and needed urgently. 

Tho prime condition imposed by the 
statute with regard to the introduction 
of all loan by-laws, namely, thnt a peti- 
tion shall first be presented to the coun- 
cil, representing one-tenth of the assess- 
ed value of real property within the city, 
has been exceeded largely in each case, 
and so far as the council is concerned, it 
has complied with the request of the 
petitioners and passed Hie by-laws on to 
the electors, to pronounce upon them. As 
all such by-laws aro formal in their 
character and do not contain more than 
a simple statement of the object Bought 
to be obtained by the loan, it is only pro- 
per thnt a few facts and explanatory 
observations, which might otherwise es- 
cape notice with reference to the four 
bylaws published should bo presented 
for the consideration of those who are 
to vote upon them. It is not intended 
here, however, to deal with more than 
three of the by-laws, as no doubt, the 
board of school trustees, who are more 
directly interested in the passing of the 
High school loan by-law, and who are 
in possession of all information bearing 
Upon the issue, will be prepared to 
"show causo why" that by-law should 
receive the endorsuiion of" the electorate. 
I shall, therefore, confine myself to the 
consideration of certain facts relating to 
the others. And first, with regard to the 
reclamation of the mud Hats at James 
Bay and the construction of a permanent 
highway and retaining wall there. 

With regard to the removal of this 
long-standing eyesore and nuisance, ac- 
tion has been deferred until the present, 
by reason of the fact that doubts were 
at first entertained by tho legal advisors 
of the corporation as to the hotter way 
for the corporation to exercise their 
Iiowers to properly undertake this work 
and carry it through to completion. 
Doubts were also freely expressed that 
this work could not be carried out suc- 
cessfully within tho estimate prepared 
by tho city engineer, hut after an. ex- 
haustive investigation into this feature 
of the undertaking there can be no ques- 
tion that tho figure mentioned in the by- 
law is fully adequate for this purpose as 
well as providing for tho expropriation of 
rights of way, nnd for meeting demands 
(if nay) from those affected by the im- 
provements. 



In the very nature of things it is hard- 
ly to be expected that the leniency of 
the department will he exercised much 
longer. "Whatever may be thought about 
the relation of the department of public 
works to the construct ion of a bridge 
within the city, by the city itself, nnd tin' 
right of the Dominion government to in- 
terpose in a matter of this kind, the fact 
exists by law, and the council has re- 
cognized" that right ami their own posi- 
tion in the agreement above referred to. 

Another important element in this 
question is the relation which tho tram- 
way company bears to the construction 
of the promised new bridge. It may bo 
said that it is not the business of tho 
city to build bridges for tho tramway 
company, and this is no doubt correct, 
fine of two conditions must exist— either 
that the tramway company, if if wishes 
to run its cars beyond Point Kllice, shall 
build a bridge for its own exelusivo use. 
or that the bridge proposed to be con- 
structed shall not only lie amply sufllcient 
for ordinary traffic and tram car traffic 
as woll, with a large factor of safety, 
but that it shall be so arranged that 
there never can be any question as to its 
absolute safety. 

1 have no hesitation in saying that the 
city council has no intention of build- 
ing a bridge for the tramway company. 
Bu. if the council should be relieved of 
the additional cost necessary to build 
such a bridge as that, above referred to 
- what then'.' The proposal that the 
tramway company has laid before the 
city council is substantially this: that 
providing such a bridge, is determined 
upon, then the company will pay tho 
difference between a bridge suitable for 
ordinary traffic and that which will ac- 
commodate the heaviest tram car with 
absolute safety. This means of oouvw) 
that every item of detail in connection 
with such' a bridge, from the foundation 
upwards, which can in any way be 
reckoned as unnecessary to a bridge suf- 
ficient for ordinary traffic mid as neces- 
sary for a bridge for heavy car traffic}, 
shall be charged against anil paid by 
the tramway company. 

It is quite open to those «ho aro not in 
favor of tho construction of a bridge 
which will accommodate both classes of 
traffic, to point out a more practical and 
equitable solution of this question. Ito- 
momhorine, however, that the tram linn 
to Victoria West and the naval station 
at Esquimau is as necessary and es- 
sential for the city's welfare as it is to 
the tramway company. 

Generally speaking, there is but one 
opinion ns to the work of street paving 
so far done in the city, and thnt is ono 
of unqualified approval. It l«< safe to 
say thnt thowooden block paving so far 
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a few days citizens who arc? 
enough to be property owueru 
i citizens will bo asked to as- 
irtain municipal 
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Iviug bOlllo increase in taxation. One 
of these proposed expenditures is for tho 
erect ion of a building to serve tho double 
purpose of giving new and more commo- 
dious quarters to the High school, and 
to furnish much needed additional act 
conimodation for the common schools. 
Without prejudice to the former of these 
two objeete, 1 would respectfully urge 
the very great importance of tie- latter. 

During the past four years from one 
to three additional classrooms have 
been annually required to provide for 
the increase in the school attendance. Al- 
ready the limit of available accommoda- 
tion lias been overtaken and passed. 
There is not. under the control of tho 
trustees, one suitable vacant room: and 
in the central pari of the city especially, 

there has not been r. i enough this 

term, withoul serious overcrowding, for 
the children in actual attendance. 

The present eougesi ion must he reli wed 
and provision must be made for tin- nor- 
mal increase of the immediate future. 
The new building promised will add at 
least eight rooms to tb- present aggre- 
gate of school accommodation, in this 
part of the city, Thus, entirely apart 
from the claims of the High school for 
better housing, the necessity of the new- 
building in order to provide additional 
accommodation for the graded schools is 
so imperative, that no unprejudiced 
voter can ignore it. 

There is another consideration of im- 
portance in t li is connection. By the pro- 
visions of an amendment to the school 
act pnssed at. the last session of the legis- 
lature, a special grant of $1,200 a year 
will bo available to the city of Victoria, 
provided the "High school building and 
its equipment are satisfactory to the 
council of public instruction." In hie 
last annual report, page 18S, the Super- 
intendent of Education says: "In Vic- 
toria tho building used for High school 
purposes is quite unsuitable, but I trust 
that before the publication of the next 
annual report the 'trustee board of Vic- 
toria will have taken steps towards tho 
erection of n High school building that 
will be a credit to the richest city in tho 
province." In other words, the High 
school grant of $1,200 will not be avail- 
able unless a new building is erected, 
because tho present one has already 
been condemned as unsuitable for the 
purpose. 

What is the bearing of this consider- 
ation on the claims of the by-law to the 
assent of the ratepayers? Simply this — 
the annual charge for interest and sink- 
ing fund will be $1.4(i<> if the by-law is 
assented to. To offset this the city will 
receive a High school grant of not less 
than $1,200, leaving only $200 to bo pro- 
vided yearly from the revenue derived 
by taxation. This is indeed a small prico 
to pav for tho additional accommodation 
that is urgently needed for the gT.detl 
schools of the city, and that will at the 
same time satisfy the demand for better 
quarters for tho High school.

The Fifth Regiment Canadian Artil- 
lery arc in camp at Mucauluy I'oint. and 
their camp presents a pretty sight. 
About a hundred yards or thereabouts 
from the grass-covered mounds which as 
far as the onlooker from without the 
barrier can see. are the forts of Ma- 
caulay I'oint, stand many rows of bell 
tents, some sixty in all, set in the 
struightcst of lines, several large mar- 
dining room and the kitchen w here the 
viands for the rows of tables arc pre- 
pared by a staff of six cooks. Faoh com- 
pany has engaged a cook, live companies 
having secured white men, while N<>. fi 
company has a heathen Chinee wdio linils 
poor companionship in the pine-boarded 
kitchen. At the front of the camp is 
The Flag, and behind it the guard tent, 
standing in a central position before the 
rows "f bell tents in each of which eighl 
men and a corporal sleep. Here a non- 



commissioned officer and live men are 
stationed, who form the camp guard. Re- 
hind the guard tent with their wagons 
and limbers before them are ftmr thirteen 
pounder field guns of the regiment, nnd 
still further down this centre aisle be- 
tween the several rows of tents are two 
rows of stacked ritles before which a 
sentry paces briskly to and fro. This is 
the scene at the camp of the Fifth Regi- 
ment Canadian Artillery, where 2(H) ofll- 
cers and men of the local militia regi- 
ment are in camp. It is a pleasant place 
this camp at the shore side of Macaulny 
Plains just without the fort, for there 
nature is seen at its best. The limpid 
waters of the roads where the waiting 
merchantmen lie at anchor are just be- 
yond the fort, whose three-six inch guns. 
:I»wn in t.hi ir hidden ruiptm 1: s within 
the fort, point across the Strait to those 
picturesque snow clad ranges, and with 
the bright, foliage all about, few better 
encampments for the soldiers could bo 
found. The arrangements ;it the camp 
are also good. The dining room is bright, 
and that it is airy is tfident. for no 
canvas sides interrupt the eool breezes 
from the sea, and no tented gables stop 
the odor of the viands in the string of 
iron i»>ts suspended over the trench in 
which the llnines leap nml jump at the 
front of the kitchen where the cooks 
and commissariat department of the men 
have their headquarters.
